but Diverſion, that does, or can or- 
dinarily help us : And there 'is_no 
Diverſion-under the Sun like to this, 
for a Man or Woman to. turn.into 
God three or four times every Day, 
and ſreak with him. in Prayer. If a 
Man leaves bimſelf- at Random, bis 
Indiſpoſition will prevail upon him : 
but to maintain a conſtant, ſet, fixed 
Exerciſe, ſuch or the like as This, 
will, 7 am perſwaded,in,a competent 
time, produce a good Efte8. Either 
the Party Sin, or. Trouble, will 
drive out the Exerciſe, or the Ex» 
erciſe'will-drive out his Sin, and e- 
vaporate his. Sorrow. 

Reader! : If. thou haſt bitherto 


neglefled Prayer in Private, and 


contenteſt thy ſelf with the Service of 
the Church only, or Family, then

leaſt until thou canſt do thy ſelf bet- 
ter. If thou doeft Pray in Private, 
and ufeft thy own Words or Methods, 
it ts well ; I 'weuld have thee go on :

As for the Exerciſe beresf by way 
of Daily Deyotion, two thimgs 
may be objetted ; the One #, That 
the Offices are Too Long ; and the 
Other, That many Petitions ſeem 
Peculiar fo the Author. 

To the One of theſe, 1 anſwer. As 
a Man that Walks to Get him a 
Heat, if be go but a Little Way, 
is the Colder; but if he keep on a 
Good Way, he grows Warm : ſo 
is it in this matter of Compoſed De- 
votion.

erciſe; and therefore it muſt not be 
Too Short.
